Barker’s Panorama. 

Epiron Staxparp,—Attracted by the re- 
marks of a favored few, | was induced to 
seek an introduction to Mr. Stephen Barker, 
the gentleman who is painting the Panorama 
in this city. I wished to satisly myself that 
there was really a ‘brilliant’ in our midst 
unexposed to the light of ‘+ common day,” 
and a recent visit to bis studio, in Smith’s 
Building, Government s:reet, fully corrobor- 
uted the fact. Art in its higher forms cannot 
be said to ave been much cultivated in Vic- 
toria; the conditions of life and the battle 
for existence have left but little time to in - 
dulge in Msthetics; and yet for objects upon 
which to employ the brush, finer scenery than 
that in ovr immediate neighborhood it is 
scarcely possible to conceive. But it may be 
that there are flowers ‘* blushing unseen’’ in 
the cold shade of an unappreciating commu- 
nity; if so, let us hope that aa exbibition of 
Mr. Barker's Panoramic Views may tend 
both to encou the development of latent 
talent, and familiarise the people with werks 
of pictorial beauty to enable them to appre- 
ciate their value. The refining and human 
ising inflaence of art it were needless to en- 
large upon. As an educational agency, it is 
almost of divine importance, ‘' A thing of 
beauty is a joy forever ;” and the contempla- 
tion of a work of art is to the mind what 
food is to the body. Addison says “our 
sight isthe most perfect aad delightful of 
all our senses,” and the several 
kinds of beauty “the eye es the most de- 
light in colors.” In Mr. Barker's views 
there is no mere straining after ornamental 
elegance, nor is the eye satiated with masses 
of color—a thorough of the va 
rying forms of nature combined with the 
formative talent of reproducing them, at 
once marks his originally and substantiates 
the truth of the canon ¢ all good art has 
a capacity of pleasing. 

To particularize all the views as presented 
in the Panorama would be to encroach too 
much on your valuable space—but with 
your permission I shall mention one or two 
with such remarks thereon as several years 
devotion to art objects may, I hope, justify 
mein making: The view on the Yukoo 
River Alaska, by moonlight with deer in the 
foreground—in this view the artist shows 
that be has gone to nature for his lessous 
The cumuli in the sky js finely rendered, 
and the snowy mountains in the distance 
is a faithful reproduction of nature—the 
moon is well represented as a tumin- 
ous mass, the light which irrad:ates all 
over the scene and the shadows are beanti- 
fully toned down, especially the scene in the 
left corner of the view, and the moon’s re- 
flection on the water is admirably painted 
—there is no confounding mere reflection 
with shadow, a fault visible with a great 
many artists. The grouping of the animals 
in the fore ground is very skillfully done,there 
is a freedom from mannerism which is really 
refreshing. The reflection of the moon on 
the deer’s borns, and on the turn of the neck, 
and the — of the fore-ground is all very 
fine. I would particularly notice the deer 
reposing, there is a fine touch of the painter's 
mystic art, you cannot tell where the sub- 
stance ends and the shadews commence— 
the one seems to tremble into the other—had 
the shadows of the animals been somewbat 
darker in the foreground, it, would have 
proved a etill finer effect; the glaucing aod 
scrambling of the lights and shadows are very 
artistic. There are some fine effective scenes 
of the Sound, moré especially the view of 
Seattle; in the right corner of the view, the 
soft mazy luminous distance in the timber is
